Africa and acquired the Balkans and Crete during the spring; 
the invasion of Russia began in June and rolled steadily 
toward success till late in the year. Then the tide turned 
Britain struck with overwhelming force in Africa, and the 
stinging winter in Russia began to exact its toll, When the 
Soviet’s big counter-offensive came, soldiers of Germany 

were forced into their greatest withdrawal of the war.

Hong Kong: Fall Is Serious 


Loss Is Blow to Chinese, 


Disappointment to All 
Allied Commands 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 

The rapid capture of Hong Kong is un- 
questionably a terrible disappointment. 

The British expected it to hold out a 
month, in any case, and made plans ac- 
cordingly The Chinese were sure that 
the town could stand a considerable siege 
and that most of the prominent Chinese, 
who by opposing Japan, 
had laid themselves open 
to torture if captured, 
would have plenty of 
time to get away 

Rumor insists that 
there was fifth-column 
work, perfect espionage 
and even armed insur- 
rection by Japanese in 
Kowloon, behind the 
British defenders 

Rumor persists that the 
Canadians who reinforced 
the garrison at the last 
minute, atrived without their equipment. 
But, as yet, there is no real explanation. 

The stirring resistance of the all but 
beaten garrison proved that here, as at 
Tobruk, Pearl Harbor and the Philippines, 
the British and American courage is sec- 
ond to none 

It does not show that we have as yet 
adjusted to the speed of modern war. 

Hong Kong seems yet another example 
of “too little and too late.” 

Chinese Supplies 

Once the Japanese acquired naval and 
air superiority in the Western Pacific, the 
importance of Hong Kong as an advanced 
base for the democracies disappeared. But 
they have cleared one flank of their com- 
munications southward to Borneo and 
Malaya and have sealed up, perhaps for 
the duration of the war, one of the two 
doors through which patient China has 
been receiving vital supplies. 

Even when the British and Americans 
re-establish command of the China Sea, 
Japan's possession of Hong Kong will 
make and re-opening of the Chinese ports 
extremely difficult and it may have to be 
retaken from the mainland by the rein- 
foreed Chinese themselves. 

Keeping China in the war is, together 
with the holding of Singapore, vital to 
winning.. An isolated China will find it 
difficult to keep going 

China is today connected with the 
outer world only by the ancient caravan 
came] route to Russian Trukestan and by 
the Burma Road. 

In 15 or 18 months, there will be a 
Burma railroad connecting with the Brit- 
ish Burmese railroads south of Mandalay; 
a new road to Chengtu, west through the 
foothills of Himalaya and down into Indian 
Assam, far out of reach of Japanese 
snatches or even bombers. 

While it is being built, the Burma road 
must be kept open.

Hong Kong's failure to resist Japanese 
attacks more successfully is attributed to 
lack of destroyers, submarines and air- 
planes. 

The Japanese invasion of the Phillip- 
Pines has not caused any surprise and 
people are only astonished at the strength 
of the American resistance. 

It had been assumed for years that the 
Philippines would be untenable and that 
American strategy would consist of a 
fighting withdrawal eastward as fav as 
Pear] Harbor 

Eventually, according to this assump- 
tion, the United States would amass suf- 
ficient power to fight her way back across 
the Pacific 

One thing the Americans were expect- 
ed to do before evacuating was to crack 
back at Japan itself with flying fortresses 
and other long-range bombers. 

As Luzon is studded with airdromes 
Japanese bombing attacks on a few key 
airdromes do not seem to explain why this

Kong, newspaper correspondents had 


stressed the calm confidence of the garri- 
son and the inhabitants. 

Here was a prosperous Chinese popula- 
tion, busy about civilized pursuits despite 
its many refugees. 

The ivory carvers, the jade dealers 
from Canton, the Indian silk merchants, 
The British vendors of good sound woolens, 
perhaps the last in the empire, the old 
colonials sitting about in the Hong Kong 
clubs and drinking gimblets. These all 
seemed engrossed in normal business. Not 
quite as usual. It was better. 

Hong Kong was thriving on “smuggle” 
—better called blackade-running into and 
out of China. Never had so much mer- 
chandise gone through Hong Kong. 

The smugglers, undér the leadership of 
a former river pirate, had their head- 
quarters within a few miles of a Japanese 
naval station. These were b@ing assisted 
by a Britisher 

Tt was hard to believe that war was 
just around the corner, and visitors from 
Shanghai still insisted that the Japanese 
would never so far forget themselves as 
to challenge British or Americans.

In the last few years, the United States 
has made much progress in improving 
machine tools. This improvement c 
in developing harder, more efficient 
ting edges which can be operated at higher 
speeds. But the depression prevented the 
bulk of United States industry from re- 
equipping. Only the automotive industry 
could be said to be up-to-date 

Priorities in terms of letters or num- 
bers are greatly over-rated. The tendency 
invariably is to crowd an impossible out- 
put into the higher categories. And noth- 
ing ls more disruptive to a production line 
than to keep sending in orders of higher 
priorities which mean that work must be 
switched over from one job to another. 
Carried to the extreme it would result in 
plants busying themselves with changing 
over, producing very little.
